Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  District,  my  d3rd  report. 

The  vital  statistics  are  satisfactory  hut  for  a  slight  fall  in  the 
})irth-rate. 


The  total  number  of  notitications  of  infectious  diseases  wa.-' 
considerably  less  than  in  former  years.

Diseases  Tuberculosis,  a  decrease  of  four  on  the  previous  year. 

This  is  equal  to  phthisical  death-rate  of  ’049  per  1,000 

Tubercular  diseases  other  than  phthisis  caused  two  deaths, 
giving  a  rate  for  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  of  *09. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  a  diminution  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  deaths  from  tubercular  diseases. 

The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulation  Act,  1908. 
The  provision  of  these  regulations  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction. 

The  houses  in  whicli  the  deaths  occurred  were  disinfected, 
and  instructions  given  to  the  patients  and  those  about  them  to  see 
that  the  sputa  was  destroyed  by  burning,  and  further  measures 
taken  for  its  prevention. 

Cancer  and  other  malignant  diseases  accounted  for  11  deaths 
3  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  No  case  hap])ened  in  a  house 
in  which  cancer  previously  occurred. 

The  second  part  of  my  repoi’t,  in  the  following  table,  deals 
with  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year.  From  the  table 
it  will  be  seen  that  66  cases  were  notifie'l,  as  compared  with  108 
cases  in  the  previous  year,  a  lower  numbei*  than  iu  any  former 
vear.

In  all  30  cases  were  notified  to  me  during  the  year  as  com¬ 
pared  with  77  in  the  previous  year.  The  disease  was  of  a  mild 
type,  and  was  evenly  distributed  during  the  year.  No  death  was 
registered  from  this  cause. 

Two  cases  were  notified  to  me  during  the  year.  The  same 
number  as  last  year.  After  a  painstaking  enquiry  no  cause 
could  be  assigned  in  either  case.  No  death  arose  from  this 
disease. 

Twenty  three  cases  were  notified  to  me  during  the  year.  No 
deaths  were  reported  from  this  cause. 

One  death  was  registered  from  this  cause.  The  district  has 
been  practically  free  from  the  disease. 

Six  cases  were  reported  to  me  during  the  year,  but  no  death 
arose  from  this  cause. 

The  milk  supply  in  each  of  the  cases  was  enquired  into  with 
a  negative  result.

The  use  of  antitoxin  as  supplied  by  the  County  Medical 
Offices  of  Health  has  been  a  great  boon.  In  two  cases  submitted 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer,  the  swabs  were  reported  f^ee  from 
true  diphtheria  bacilli. 

Five  cases  of  puerperal  Fever  were  notified  to  me  during 
the  year.  The  cases  were  all  attended  by  qualified  men.  Three 
deaths  were  reported  from  this  cause. 

The  usual  disinfection  was  carried  out 

No  cases  of  these  diseases  occurred  to  mv  knowledge  during 
the  year. 

No  occasion  arose  for  closing  the  schools  during  the  year. 

Two  deaths  were  registered  from  these  causes  during  the 
year,  as  compired  with  7  in  the  previous  year. 

In  all  30  cases  of  death  were  registered  from  these  causes,  as 
compared  with  38  in  the  previous  year. 

In  the  case  of  colliers  their  health  is  good,  but  their  mortality 
from  accidents  is  to  be  reckoned  with. 

In  all  a  Coroner’s  jury  brought  in  a  verdict  of  accidental 
death  during  work  in  five  cases  during  the  vear.  And  in  the 
case  of  a  female  a  verdict  of  acute  lead  poisoning  was  the  result 
of  the  inquest. 

In  this  connection  I  mav  observe  that  the  number  of  cases  of

Altogether  there  were  10  inquests,  two  of  which  were  suicides 
by  hanging,  one  of  murder  by  stabbing,  one  from  eating  poisonous 
berries,  in  the  case  of  a  child,  and  one  from  hemorrhage  due  to  a 
fall. 

Eight  cases  were  reported  to  the  Coroner  in  which  he  con¬ 
sidered  an  inquest  unnecessary,  but  which  were  unattended  by  a 
medical  man. 

I  am  able  to  report  very  favourably  of  the  assistance  rendered 
me  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  whose  report  I  herewith  attach. 

A  thorough  inspection,  several  times  durijig  the  year,  has 
been  made  of  these  by  me,  and  I  am  able  to  report  a  continued 
satisfactory  sanitary  condition  of  their  state. 

The  number  of  slaughter  houses  in  the  district  is  34. 


Of' these  T  have  made  a  thorough  inspection,  and  find  them  in 
a  satisfactory  condition.  They  should  be  visited  at  the  time  of 
slaughtering  by  an  Inspector  with  a  special  certificate  in  meat 
inspection.  No  carcass  or  parts  of  carcass  were  found  tuberculous. 

A  Tublic  Slaughter-house  is  desirable. 

These  are  (piestions  I  have  frequently  urged  upon  tho 
Council’s  consideration. 

During  the  year  34  closets  have  been  converted  into  water 
closets,  and  in  the  erection  of  new  houses  the  w.c.  system  is 
adopted.  There  are  at  present  1,185  w.c ’s  in  the  district.  There 
are  2,788  privy  middins,  50  pail  closets,  slop  closets  34.

No  examination  of  the  dairy  cows  in  the  district  for  tubercu¬ 
losis  was  made  a  veterinary  surgeon  during  the  year,  nor  has 
occasion  arisen  to  hsive  the  milk  of  any  dairy  examined  for 
tuberculosis. 

There  are  3,977  houses  supplied  by  public  water  ;  70  supplied 
from  surface  wells. 

The  County  Analyst  has  pronounced  the  supply  satisfactory. 

Of  these  we  have  none  in  the  district. 

There  are  in  the  district  35  bakehouses,  33  tailors,  dress¬ 
makers  and  milliners,  16  carpenters  and  wheelwrights,  2  crate 
makers,  and  39  other  factories,  such  as  pipe  and  sanitary  works,  &c. 
I  have  periodically  and  systematically  visited  the  factories  and 
work'^hops  throughout  the  district,  and  find  that  all  in  the  matter 
of  air,  space,  cleanliness,  ventilation  and  other  conditions  specified 
under  the  Act,  that  they  are  in  a.  satisfactory  state. 

The  sewerage  of  the  district,  1  am  glad  to  say,  remains 
satisfactory,  and  the  scavenging  is  done  systematically  and  well. 

The  number  of  water  closets  throughout  the  district  have 
been  very  much  increased,  and  no  doubt  will  go  on  inereasing 
owing  to  the  steps  the  Council  have  taken  in  the  matter. 

I  would  again  ask  the  Council’s  consideration  of  the  necessity

of  providing  an  Infectious  Hospital  for  the  district. 

I  have  made  my  usual  periodic  and  systematic  inspection  of 
the  district,  including  cowsheds,  dairies,  and  bakehouses,  and  find 
them  in  a  satisfactory  condition.

The  medical  inspection  of  school  children  has  been  carried  out 
bj  an  Inspector  appointed  by  the  County  Council. 

I  have,  by  monthly  reports  and  otherwise,  informed  you  as  to 
the  health  of  the  district. 

No  case  of  diseased  meat  was  offered  for  sale,  and  no  occasion 
arose  to  take  proceedings  under  the  Adulteration  of  Foods’  Act, 
or  in  the  matter  of  offensive  trades.
